WANT TO KEEP 
THEM IN ITALY 


Washington.

26— President 
Wilson tonight is expected to take 
the first definite step in his plans to 
win congressional approval for the 
league of nations constitution. 
By explaining to 
members 
of the 
congressional foreign relations 
com­ 
mittee at a W hite House dinner this 
evening, the 
“good 
and 
sufficient 
reasons" back of each article of the 
constitution, the President hopes to 
stem the tide of opposition, 
particu­ 
larly in the senate. 
The president has promised to ex­ 
plain in detail each article of the 
pact. 
The dinner, an innovation in the 
president’s dealing with congress— 
will be the first White House func­ 
tion of any size since the country en­ 
tered the war. Thirty-five out of the 
thirty seven congressmen on the two 
committees have accepted the invita­ 
tion, only Senators Borah and Fall 
declining.

EVERYBODY IS 
NOW FIGURING 
INCOME TAX 


W ith the due date for Income Taxes 
only e few weeks away, the collection 
of this far-reaching tax on 1918' in­ 
comes has started off w ith a bong. 
Everybody is figuring income tax. “ 
Paym ents and sworn statem ents of 
Income must reach Internal Revenue 
offices on or before March 15, and there 
are severe penalties for delinquency. 
Residents of Ohio should make their 
returns and pay their taxes to the 
nearest of the following collectors of 
Internal Revenue: Andrew C. Gllli- 
gan, C incinnati: Frank B. Niles, To­ 
ledo; Beriah E. W illiamson, Colum­ 
bus: H arry H. Weis, Cleveland. 
“Pay your Income Tax by March 
I a,” Is the slogan of the Internal Rev­ 
enue Bureau, which has sent every 
available officer Into the field to help 
the public to unferstnnd the require­ 
ments and to prepare the returns. , 
Who Must Make Return. 
It. is estim ated that many thousands 
of single and m arried persons id this 
section of the United States who have 
never before m ade annual returns are 
required to do so this year. 
Income tax returns m ust be made 
between now and March 15 by persons 
who come under the following classifi­ 
cations : 
Any unm arried person whose 1918 
net bicorne w as $1,000 or over. 
Wid­ 
ows aud widowers, divorcees and m ar­ 
ried persons who are living apart from 
their husbands or wives, are for the 
purposes of the Income Tax classed as 
unm arried. 
Any m arried person living with wife 
or husband whose 1918 net income was 
$2,000 or over. 
Th* income of both 
husband and wife m ust be considered, 
to g e th er w ith the earnings of minor 
children, if any. 
Revenue Bureau Offer* Aid. 
Each person in the United States 
who is in either of these classifications 
m ust get busy at once lf penalties are 
to he avoided. 
Ile should secure a 
blank Form 1040 A for reporting net 
income up to $5,000, or Form 1040 if 
his net income exceeded that amount, 
Forms are being distributed by Collec- 
tors and their Deputies, also by banks, 
By following the Instructions on the 
forms a correct return can be prepared

The Income Tax drive Comes to a 
close on Saturday night, March 15. 
All paym ents aud returns due on 
that date under the provisions of tho 
new Revenue Law m ust be in the 
hands of local Internal Revenue Collec­ 
tors before their offices close that night. 
Tile Income Tax is being collected to 
meet the war expenses. 
Every person 
who shouted and tooted his horn on 
Armistice Day Is now called upon to 
contribute his share of the cost of win­ 
ning the war. 
The laggards and the dodgers will 
face severe lines and jail sentences. 
The 
Internal 
Revenue 
Bureau 
an­ 
nounces that Its officers will check us 
all up to see that every person who 
cornea within the scope of the Income 
Tax law did his share. 
Where to Pay and File. 
Residents of Ohio should make their 
returns and pay their taxes to the 
nearest of the following collectors of 
Internal Revenue: Andrew C. Gilll- 
gan, C incinnati; Frank B. Niles, To­ 
ledo; Berlah E. W illiamson, Colum­ 
bus ; H arry IL Weis, Cleveland. 
Paym ents sent by mall should be a t­ 
tached to the returns and should be In 
the l’orm of check, money order or 
draft Cash paym ents by mail are sent 
at the taxpayer’s risk of loss. 
If you are unable to make your* re­ 
turn personally because of illness, ab­ 
sence or Incapacity an agent or legal 
representative may make your return. 
lf there are any doubtful points as 
to your Items of income or allowable 
deductions you should get in touch at 
once with a Revenue officer or a bank­ 
er for advice. 
— 
Women Pay Tax. 
Women are subject to all the require­ 
m ents of the Income Tax. 
W hether 
single or m arried, a woman’s Income 
from all sources m ust be considered. 
If unm arried or lf living apart from 
her husband she m ust make her return 
for 1918 if her net Income was $1,000 
cr over. 
lf married and living with her hus­ 
band her income must be considered 
with the husband’s In determining the 
liability for a return. 
Their Joint in­ 
come, lest the credits allowed by law, 
la subject to normal tax. 
The wife’s 
net Income is considered separately in 
computing any surtax that may be due. 
Husband and wife file jointly, as a 
rule. 
lf the husband does not Include 
his wife's Income In his retnrn the 
wife must file a separate return. 
Severe Penalties. 
The new Revenue Law places severe 
penalties on a person who falls to 
make return on time, refuses to make 
return or renders a fraudulent return. 
For failure to make return and pay tax 
on time a fine of not more than fl.OOO 
Is named and 25 per cent of the tax 
duo Is added to the assessm ent 
For 
refusing wilfully to make return of 
for making a false or fraudulent re­ 
turn there is a fine of not exceeding 
$10,000 and imprisonment of not ex- 
(reeding one year, or both. 
Farmer*’ Income Taxable. 
Every farmer and ranchman who 
had a fair or a good year in 1918 mutt 
heed the Income Tax this year. 
He
